2'4-D — It is surprising to me that 
there are still some people who are 
net familiar With 2.4-D as an herbi- 
cide to control certain weeds. They 
Will still summer fallow half of thei: 
acreage every year to control such 
weeds as thistle. This practise is ef- 
fective but it is too costly. When 
you consider that only half the acre- 
age is in crop. 2,4-D properly ap- 
plied in quantity and at the right 
stage of growth will work miracles. 

This year especially we see an un- 
usual infestation of weeds, mostly 
Canada thistle. This is partly an 
aftermath of an unusually wet and 
backward spring. Proper tillage op- 
erations were limited and in some 
cases impossible. 

Our advice is that if you have a 
high weed population in your crops 
make plans to, spray them with

Raising Dairy Calves: Raising 
dairy calves for replacements at 
lower cost is one thing they are try- 
ing at the Lethbridge Experimental 
Station, and it seems to be working 
well, The experiment is not yet com- 
pleted, but Dr. F. Whiting and R. D. 
Clark, who are doing the work are 
keenly interested in the trend. | 

It usually takes between 350 and| 
500 lbs. of whole milk and around) 
2000 Ibs. of skim imilk to raise a! 
dairy calf. If, the scientists argued, 
a cheaper feed could be substituted | 
for the skim milk, money would he 
saved | 
| All normal female calves born at 
the Lethbridge Experimenta] Station 
since April 1952 have been used in 
this project. They have been divided | 
into three groups. All groups re- 
ceive whole milk until they are three | 
weeks old, 

Group 1 then receives skim milk 
for the next 13 weeks, together vith 
the usua) solid feed. Groups 2 and 
3 receive no skim milk at all; instead, 
they are given water and a specially 
prepared calf meal. This meal con- 
tains no expensive supplement, The 
only difference between groups 2 
and 3 is that antibiotics are added to 
the ration of group 3. 

Surprisingly little difference in 
growth has resulted. Weight, heart | 
girth and height are measured per'i- | 
odically, At 16 weeks of age, in 1, 2 
3 group order, weights have averaged 
284, 258 and 268 Ibs.; heart girth, 
43.3, 42.2 and 42.6 inches, height, 
37.2, 36.6 and 36.5 inches, Carryinu 
through 52 weeks of age we have the 
following figures, again in 1, 2, 3 
group order; weight 717, 694 and 
758 ibs, heart girth, 61.6, 60.4 and 
62.2 inches; height 47.0, 47.2 and 
46.8 inches. 

It will be another year or so before 
definite conclusions can be drawn, 
Dr. Whiting reports, and the above 
is by way of a progress report only. 
There is, however, definite indication 
of substantial savings for the dairy 
calf :aiser and future announce- 
ments will be awaited with interest.
